The leader of the. party got 
within one hundred yards of us unobserped, 
and had the first of five deliberate shots at me, 
beginning at that range with an old-time En- 
field rifle I would not be telling this account 
of the affair ifhe had been agoodshot, When 
Milligan's Scouts got their shots in and missed, 
our tum came, As they numbered half a 
dozen, and there: were: out two—my com- 
-panion, then Captain. Maxwell,. and [—we 
pushed on until a fallen tree afforded us 
chance cover. There we lay, and let. them 
come on,-and.within a few seconds tumed 
the . tables on our pursuers taking them 
prisnrers, for a shot or two but -the

POLICING SOUTHERN: 
WATERWAYS, | 

It was only to be expected that the 
opinion recently expressed by Mr, James 


| Scott, the British Consul-General at, Canton, 


on the flourishing condition of piracy in the 
Delta should have excited a certain. amount 
of comment in’ the House, of Commons. 
Mr. Scott has been associated with the 
Southern waterways for quite a number. of 
years and when he notifies his Government, 
respecting piracy, that the situation’ is 
hopeless, and one: is forced to despair of 
good government under tho present officials,” 


and that “this insecurity ‘of life and pro- 


perty tells seriously against all development 
of trade,” it is only natural Yo expect that a 


question, “will arise in the Commons on 


the subject. ' Asa matter of fact, some three 
‘months ago, Mr. Denny .asked the Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs if his 
attention had been drawn to the prevalence 
of piracy in the Canton Delta and along the 
coasl of China; and whether he had received 
during last year any account of organised 
attacks on British vessels, and what actic * 


the British Government was taking towards, 


the suppression of these piracies, Earl 


Percy,'in reply, stated that the attention of |’ 


the Government had been, recently called to’ 
a number of piratical attacks on vessels in 


| the Canton River (some of them being 


Rritish-owned), while the Consul-General at 
Canton had made a representation: to the 
Viceroy on the subject, and His Majesty's 
Government were jn communication with 
their Minister at Peking regarding these 
attacks. -With the result of these repre- 
sentations we arc not’ yet aware, and 
while we are not disposed to deny.the fact 
that piracy dovs continue to’ flourish in the 
Canton ‘Delta to the detriment of trade we 
by no means accept the implied conclusion | 
that the Imperial Government of China: can’ 
take further or more,rigorous measures. than 
are at present being enforced to rid southern 
waterways of these blood-thirsty buccaneers, 
The truth is that, in many instances, where 
piracies have been perpetrated and the: offi- 
cials of guard boats stationed in the neigh. 
boushood have been questioned and have 
failed to satisly their superiors that they have 
donc all in their power to effect a capture they 
havedeen made the scapegoats of others who 
should properly be made to suffer for their 
own shortcomings. Not many weeks since 
‘he Viceroy of Canton’ gave strict orders to 
reform the arrangements of the guard ‘boats, 


-which he alleged had been managed in a 


lamentable manner. He said that they were, 
insufficiently manned, and lacked arms and 
ammunition ; so that the crews were unable 
to check the pirates, who took no notice of 
them and attacked passing’ vessels even in 
their presence. He alleged that when the 
report of pirates gained admission to their 
ears, instead of hastening to the scene and 
offering opposition, they quickly made their 
way to some’ place and concealed them: 
selves, Jfone knew thoroughly the affairs 
of the guard boats, he did not wonder, he 
said, that they behaved .in sucha manner, 
because the officers who took charge of the 
guard boats were subject to heavy squeezes 
by their superiors, who paid them only a 
small amount.of money monthly, which was 
really insufficient to keep a crew of more 
than three people. .The officers in charge 
of the guard boats were therefore obliged 
to make squeeze,~ too, by selling the 
ammunition which they (got from. their 
principals ‘and engaging . generally two 


_| sailors who, being poorly.paid, were generally 


beggars or bad characters, 7 If ‘an inspection

pirates, but even the ao-called traders afien 
- Committed outiages and plundered the people, 
- and invariably refused to submitto the native 
authorities, or observe the laws of the country, 
* Then came the opium traffic, forced on the 
: Chinese at the point of the bayonet, and at 
the mouth of foreign guns, 1 ven the mission: 
aries, many of them well-meaning meu and 


some of them of the stuff of which martyrs are 


‘made; came to be distrusted, ‘and even hated,

in 1879, At those meetings the.motto was, 
“The Chinese must go,” while at the gather- 
ings beicg held on the sand lots in Canton the 
people are unanimous in. declaring that no 
American goods shall be used, No difficulty’ 
is being experienced in obtaining speakers able 
to place the views of the better educated Chin- 
ese before the populace, In almost every big 
monastery, and at places where the working 
people usually congregate, some one is ready to 
come forward and talk to the crowds, and the 


‘enthusidsm manifested shows that in Canton 


the boycott will be condacted in a determined 
manner, These meetings, adds our correspond- 
ent, are a strange contrast to Kearny’s saud 
lot meetings held in San Francisco, twenty-five 
yenge ago, when theagitation against the Chin- 
cig jn the United States wai was at its height,

{ts well-known that silk and silk cae 
lures form the ‘staple product of the Canton 
province, and to meet the focal requitements 
some three million tacls worth of silk manu- 
factores are ‘imported annually, via Shanghai, 
from Soochow and Hangchow. Last year the 
crops yielded an average quantity, with the 
exception of;the third crop, which was more or 
less. damaged by, the rains. Early in the 
season rates ruled fairly low, and, exchange

‘Buller v, Wearing (t7°Q.B.D, at p, 185, citing 
Lushington, C.J. in Exp. Pillers 17.Cb. D. 653), 
is a security: the payment out is the realiza- 
tion ofthe security, This-case therefore falls 
within the express termg of the Ordinance. 
“Bat the’ attaching creditor relies on a prin- 
ciple said to be laid down in Marriott v. Hamp- 
ton, that money paid under compulsion of law 
cannot be recovered, The facta of that: case 
were simply that a person’ having paid a. bill 
fost the receipt, and being afterwards sued 
could not defend the action, as he had no other 
means of: proving payment, Subsequently, 
however, he found the receipt and brought an 


action to recover the money... The principle |, 


which was laid down was that as he had paid 
the money under compulson of Jaw, he could 
not recover it back, because otherwise it would 
allow parties to try their causes again, although 


they were not properly prepared the firnt time, 


with their evidence, 

The old cases which were’ cited to not, as 
it seemsto me, carry the principle any fdrther: 
though they extend it to dhe assignees in 
baukruptcy of the patty who bas paid the 


money under compulof law. 


The principle for which Mr, Calthrop:con- 
tended really is that money paid under com- 
pulsion of law cannot be recovered ‘from him 
by another party entitled to it! for such a pro-
